3.1 (c)(1) (iii) Housing Facilities, Genera! ....failure to maintain surfaces with which the dogs come in contact 
free of jagged edges 

3.1(c)(2) Housing Facilities, General ....failure to maintain surfaces so they can be readily cleaned and sanitized 

3.1(e)(3) Housing Facilities , General ...DIRECT failure to spot-clean surfaces that come in contact with 

dogs 

3.1(e) Housing Facilities, General ....failure to store food in a manner that protects it from spoilage, 
contamination and vermin infestation 

3.1 (f) Housing Facilities, General ....failure to provide an adequate waste drainage system 

3.11 (c) Cleaning, Sanitization, Housekeeping, and Pest Control ....failure to control weeds, grasses and 

bushes around dog housing areas 

3.11(d) Cleaning, Sanitization, Housekeeping, and Pest Control ....failure to provide an adequate pest control 
program
